How To Wash 
"Slipcovers 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


HERE, are several queries this 
week anent’tho advisability of 
laundering , slipcovers. ‘Well, to re- 
peat our answer, we always ‘advise 
having slipcovers handled by.o pro- 
fessionol dry cicancr unless there 


is perfect assurance that ihe fabric. 


is both colour fast and shrink-proof. 
Then, and only then, should laun- 
dering the stipcovers at home be 


considered. 


If and when you have slip covers 
mode, always have an extra piece 
of the fabric: for testing purposes. 
But if, you have purchased the 
covers ready made, and want to 
make sure that the guarantee will 
stand up, here's a suggestion. 


Find n_place on the back or on- 
“Vihe under ‘side of w_ seat“ cover that 


you can mark off into a square four 
or five inches wide. Draw - the 
square lightly with pencil, then baste 
thread over the pencil Ines, This 


is necessary because the pencil lines 
will disappear In the tost. 


Dip in Suds

“SPOTS ON 
THE NAILS

HERE has. always been 2 

good deal of curiosity as 
to the white spots that some- 
times occur on the naily and, 
perhaps for luck of other ex- 
planation, definite superstitions 
have grown up about them in 
somé parts of the world. 


In one locality, for instance, Jt 35 
believed that thd number of spots 
which can be counted on the nails 
of an individual indicate the number 
of years ho will live; in others, they 
are regarded as visible evidence of 
the lics he hag..told and, in still 
others, ns that of:secret kisses.

Common Causes 


One of the most.common causes 
of these white spots seems to be in- 
jury to the nail when the root of the 
nail is pressed on, as is often the 
case In pressing back the soft tissue’ 
behind the nall in manicuring. This 


- pressure-and-injury~ may-cause-the 


cells to take up an unusual quantity 
of air which Is responsible for the 
white spots and stripes. 

Another cause of these white spots 
ig the result of a severe fever, White 
stripes or coarse ridges on the nails 
have. been observed .to develop 
during severe attacks of typhoid or 
typhus fever. y ‘. 


Nerve injuries are another cause. 
They may develop in cases of neu- 
ritis produced by an excessive use 
of alcoholic beverages, or a neuritis 
caused by arsenic. ; 


In many instances, the exac}ticause 
of the white spots on the nails can- 
not be determined. It would appear 
thaf there is a certain group of 
people who suffer from constipation, 
indigestion, acne or pimples, and 
whe also have white stripes on the 
nails. 


Excessive Sweating 


It {s also denoted that the white 
spots arc present in some persons 
who have excessive sweating. They 
may occur in those who have a skin 
disorder kknown as psoriasis, Eczema, 
also, may be  accampanied' by 
changes in the nails including the 
formation of white spots, ° 


Excluding the cases which develop 
as a result of Injury, fevers and pol- 
sons, white spots on the nails of 
patients may be a symptom that. re- 
quires investigation, since they. may 
indicate: a more or less.. persistent

’ The 4,000,000-ton mark—Japan's 
merchant tonnnge average in the 
10 years preceding ‘ 1940—was‘ re- 
commended to the Army by an 
economic survey group. 


NO DEFINITE POLICY 


Mr Bailey, however, declared he 
wag satisficd no defifiite policy had 
been decided and explained he: was- 
writing to set forth the views of 
private American shippers. He-

NO MONOPOLY 


Mr. Bailey asked Mr Drnoper to 
invite the Federation spokesman ‘to 
ipresent their views when the mat- 
ter of Japanese shipping is taken 
up -by the Army Far Eastern Com- 
mission “or by other natlonal’ or 
international agencies.” 


He sald the United - States mer- 
chant marine did not _ want to 
monopollse trade in the Paclfic, but 
suggested the United. States flect 
never has been comparable in size 
to its geographic or economie size. 

Mr Bailey summed up this phase 
by saying he believed that_ world 
peace “would be best kerved by a

Others’ suggest the only possible 
origin could be radio broadcasts from 
some near heavenly body.
